Press. — The Sa,sun inassacris it WOOld 
npjKMr, was une of tlie mast carefnlly 
piaiiiied outrages in liistory. The evi 
deuce of tbia iii oircamstautial only, but 
it iM alleged, to be none the leie oon- 
olnaive. 

ilariug the months of Jpue, Joly and 
Anvost, preceding the Bason massacre, 
the Konuth ohiezi in the country ear- 
rounding the Sasun region, and par< 
ticolarly the districts in the soathward 
aud soathwetitward, were appurently 
nuosnally busy iu Ki<^heriu^ ud the 
scattered warriors of their tribes for an 
invasion of the Sasun region. 

In July aiul Aognst euormooe quanti- 
ties of potr«leiuu "were shipped from 
Kreeroom to Moash. Tbi!> petroleum 
came originally from Ra.s<*iu to Krzer 
ouiu, and so CTetit was the quantity 
brought over the ntouutuiii rouds that 
it was a subject of retimrk to very many 
persons.

WiKit -Moiisli wanted v.-ith those 
t'ountiess cans ot petroleum w;i3 a mys- 
tery. But tlie njy^tery was a inysiery 
uo lunger utter the J^usuu m;i.s.-<a<;re. 
for that petutlcnm was nsed to barn 
tlie liouses of tlie Sasuu villu^es and to 
cremate the byxlies of tlie wii tolied 
viUa^^'ers wt;o iell victims to tlie awful 
batchery. In b;;iriing tiie ho'.ises, thf 
patroleum wa^ thiDWu upon- the \vo<j(1- 
Work 111 Ken<^r-ius ijuuntities and set tni 
Are, witn the result that eveiythiuj; 
that could burn went up in smoke. 

Iu crematinjf the deiid. the bodie 
were, in many <-.ises, phu e'l iK'tween 
layers of wood au.l built up into a sort, 
of funeral pile. The entire mass was 
then sulorated with jiatroieum and net 
OQ drc. It is ehartfed that liviiipj men 
were ciemated in the sau^e way. But 
this was a meicifnl way of putting the 
ttafortucate creatures to death in com 
parison with tortnuea iuflictod upon 
many others. 

The massing of troojw near the Sa- 
sun region, uiid particularly at Aloush, 
wad curried on for some time before the 
begiuniuK of rht) iuu.<uaoi'e, iu order that 
everything might be in readiness, ac- 
cording to the . program suid^'to have 
been oarefolly made oat at Constunti- 
uople. 

eeverol wtoks after the tiasan mus 
•acre, it is olaimed; orders were sent 
frpm tite palace at Cuustautiuople for a 
massacre of the inhabitants of Modikuu, 
» distriot Ijrittg to the eonth and sonth- 
east of BasDU, bat when it wastteen 
tnat an iuvesrigotiou at the massacre at 
Sasun was inevitable, the order, it is 
■aid, was recalled, and Modikanwas 
not molested, exoe^t in the erdiuary 
oonrae of the perseuation general in all 
parts of Armenia. 

In the city of' Van at this moment 
there are 000 yoang men swam to give 
themselves as a sacrifloe to Turkish 
bnt( iiery iu the hope that the attention 
of Kngluud may be more strongly 
culled to the desperate sitimtion of their 
people. 

The Armeniads am not accept any 
;!icheme of reform which does not have 
for its fuudameutul principles the abso- 
lute control of itm European powers, 
Unless Europe' controls the reforms 
there will be a massacre of 20,000 Cliris- 
tians ill the ivty ut' Van in two luoutlis. 
Ihe Aiv:ieniiiii.s tliemselves will bnuic 
tluh al/uut ratlier than be east adrift by 
tlieir it iiDW Christians of tiio west. 

There is no laii{<uaKe quite a/lecjuate 
to a deseriptiou vf tiie real condition of 
Armenia at present. Meu are beaten, 
robbed ana liiurdered, and women are 
ravi.slied by Kui'fisaud Turkish soldiers. 
Woe and want and desp.iir and death 
stalk aboard i!i this beuutiful land that 
was once a part of the (Jarden of Eden. 
The inliubiiauts of Van are livin;^ on 
the brmk of a massacre from day to 
day-

The trial was fur pre- 
senting faLie claims, aud was but one 
count of the four indictmeuts found by 
the grand jury, two counts being nollied. 
In the first indictment the gnnd ivay 
was out for 24 hoam, and reported ueir 
verdict of guilty. On Sunday after- 
noon at 4:15 a motion for a new trial 
was presented by the defendant's coun- 
sel, aud will be heard by Judge Mooney 
on Tuesday. 

MILD DRI NKS IN GOTHAM. 

Soda and .Mhiaral Water* Coold lie Pro- 
ciireii ut Only » trw I'liit-fa. 

Nkw Von ;, .July 15.— The iv.^un-ec- 
tiou of the Sunday law by Judge Mc- 
Adauis hud the effect of only slightly 
checking thA sale of soda and mineral 
waters by druggists and confectioners 
of the city yesterday. Possibly one 
such place iii every 20 made no attenipi; 
to sell. On<* iu every four sold only to 
regular customers, While all the rest 
sold to evei 'oue who wauted to buy. 

Patrolmen xeoeived instruotions on 
leaving their station house to make no 
arrests iu Such oases, except on com- 
plaint of those who liotl pnn-huse 1 
drinks, and wished to have the seller . r- 
rested. There wus uo disposition on 
the part of buyers to make eomphiints. 
aud as policemen iu citizens' cluthes, 
who were ou 'excise duty, were not in- 
structed to get oases against the soda 
water sellers, the latter were uut iutem 
fered with. 

Had Wrack on tha Big Fanvw 

Dblawarb, 0., July 15.— At llM 
yesterday a bod wreck occurred at 
White Hulphur, on the Big Four rail- 
road, resulting iu wrecking 14 cais of 
whisky, feed, toboooo and candies, 
amounting 'o 175,000. Dick Hurley, a 
moulder of Cincinnati, was instantly 
killed and ground to a jelly. The caust' 
of the accid«nt was the burning oil ut a 
;ourual, the car leaving tlie track after 
It had plowed the eartli for a mile.

Willie Sir William Harcourt fared so 
badly, Hon. .\ .1 Balfour, the new first 
lord 01 the treasury wlio is to .».;; c eed 
bir William a> le.ider of thi- lu>ii>e of 
commons, nearly doubled his majoi-.ty 
in Maiicliesr« r 

After tlie ivsult had been anuoniiced 
iu Derby at midniKhr Sir William Har- 
court, with his wife, drove to Liberal 
Jiead<iuurt«rs unii made a .sp»-«ch, in 
whicu he s.t;il fh.it had beeu\ieteat- 
ed too often to lye cither elated if suc- 
cessful or depress<'d by u reverse. But 
he did not wish tu couceal the magni- 
tude of the defeat which had fa!Ueu 
upon his eoiiea^iie and himself. 

Sir Wiliiaui Uarcoort's defeat is geu- 
erally attributed to the prominence 
which he gave to the local veto or local 
option meuanre.

A 
mob gathered several nights ago, bat 
were persuaded to desist. Saturday 
Bight there was another gathering, and 
75 determined men marched to the jail 
and demanded of the sheriff the sar- 
vender of tbr murderers.
